In the mammoth merger of all traction 
interests In Indiana and the extending 
of lines of interurban tracks to Chi- 
cago, Cincinnati, Louisville, Columbus 
and southern Illinois, was taken when 
the Indiana Union Traction company 
filed its articles of incorporation in 
the office ofthe secretary of state. The 
company is capitalised at $5.000,000, 
and names every town and city of any 
size In the state as points to which Its 
lines will extend and its business be 
transacted. Eighty- counties of the 
state are mentioned in the articles as 
those which its cobweb of lines will 
traverse 
The company will operate 


the street railway lines in all the 
cities of the district from Logansport 
on the west and Newcastle on the 
south to the eastern and northern 
state lines, except In Kokomo and 
Logansport.

liberty, Samuel Parks, representative

Washington, June 10.—Charged with 


embezzlement of government funds, 
James M. Watson, Jr.. a clerk in the 
office of the auditor of the District of 
Columbia, aad the son-in-law of a 


retired railroad contractor, 


was taken into custody by ouicers. 
The deficit which is alleged is esti- 
mated at from $60,000 to $75.000. 


The warrant makes a specific charge 


of embezzlement of $8,000, which rep- 
resents only a portion of the alleged 
peculations. Watson was not bonded 
and in case he or his relatives, several 
of whom are said to be wealthy, fall 
to make good the alleged'losses, Aud- 
itor J. T. Petty will be held responsi- 
ble for the amount. The auditor's 
bond is for $20,000. The money al- 
leged to have been embezzled waa 
part of the funds deposited in the 
office of the auditor by property own- 
ers who are willing to pay half or all 
costs of Improvements abutting on 
their property, such as paving side- 
walks, alleys and streets. 


Was Reported Correct. 


This embraces deposits by railway 


companies, electrlct light companies, 
telephone companies for crossing side- 
walks; for sewers and water mains, 
and is entirely separate from the 
other accounts. 
This account Is not 


subject to review by the treasury de- 
partment, but it Is checked by the 
clerk in charge of the corresponding 
account in the district department, 
and he reported It correct as late as 
February, 1902. 


Watson has been an employe of the 


district for for years, and the alleged 
defalcations are supposed to have 
occurred 
throughout most of this 


period. The discovery of the alleged 
shortage was made several days ago 
but was kept secret by the auditor in 
the hope of securing restitution. Aud- 
itor Petty said that the accounts had 
been manipulated In such a clever 
that he was not certain of the exact 
situation until Tuesday. 


Investigate Watson's Record. 


Watson was a joint publisher of a 


news bulletin issued in this city. In 
addition to running the paper he 
owned a barber suop, which he has 
been trying to sell recently. He also 
was the promoter of a patent medi- 
cine concern and the treasurer of what 
is known as the District Co-Operatlve 
association, 
which takes in money 


from employes on deposit and lends 
it out again. 
Many of the officehold- 


ers at the District building are depos- 
itors in this concern, turning money 
over entirely to Watson and getting 
his personal receipt in tiny books re- 
sembling bank books Several montns 
ago Major Sylvester, the chief of po- 
lice here, investigated Watson's rec- 
ord, and It stated he found that Wat- 
son was sent to the reform school 
while in his minority on a charge of 
forgery. 


Watson's ball was fixed at $25,000, 


which, it was stated, will be furnished 
by several bonding companies with 
which arrangements to that effect will 
be made. The arrested man spent the 
night in a police station. In a long 
statement which he -made to a re- 
porter Watson attributed the alleged 
shortage to careless bookkeeping, ana 
denied that he had been guilty of any 
embezzlement

Mississippi Sweeps Into East St.Loul* 


Without Warning. 


St. Louis, June 10.—The Illinois 


Central embankment at the Valley 
railroad crossing in East St. Louis was 
washed through, and the entire lower 
portion of East St. Louis was flooded. 
About 5,000 homes were deluged. The 
water rushed into East St. Louis from 
the south side in a torrent, and people 
flew for their lives. The heavy pre» 
fiure that tore away the Illinois Cen- 
tral embankment swept other barriers 
aside and flowed on in a torrent to 
the southern portion of the city. 


Touches Highest Mark. 


St Louis, June 10.—The Mississippi 


flood, which began to recede after 
reaching a stage of 37.5 feet, began a 
rapid rise again and reached a stage 
of 37.75 feet, establishing the highest 
official water mark ever recorded In 
St. Louis. What has caused the rise 
is problematical. Government Fore- 
caster 
Bowie gives as explanation 


that 
water that has spread out 


through broken levees to the north is 
being drawn back into the channel by 
the receding water and has caused a 
temporary rise at this point. He says 
the rise will be of short duration and 
the decline consequently will be rapid. 


Situation In Textile Strike. 


Philadelphia, June 10. — Eighty-one 


firms out of overa500 in the city have 
granted the demands of the textile 
workers, and the majority of these 
have opened their establishments for 
work. Some of them are closed be- 
cause of a scarcity of material on ac- 
count of the strike. Three more firms 
signed the union scale, they being the 
Ferguson Hosiery company, the Carl 
Schlatter dj«e works and the Electric 
dye works. The two dyeing compa- 
nies, besides giving their employes the 
55-hour week, have also conceded the 
increase in wages from $12 to $13 a 
week. Of the 130 dye houses in the 
city 12 have granted both the shorter 
week and the higher wages, and 17 
are willing to give the increase In 
wages but not the 55-hour week.
